A 
motion was approved to get a radio (<$500 value 
and initially a top-of-the-line |C-2800 dual bander 
mobile radio) and award it once 200 $5 tickets 
have been issued. The award may be every 2-3 
months. Eoin O’Donoghue, KD4YEQ, advised that 
Membership ID Cards are to be sent shortly to all 
MDARC members. The cut off for the MDARC 
Directory will be March 1st, giving time to follow 
up with folks who haven't yet sent in their renewals. 


Pete Harris, KE6ZIW, Public Service Chair, 
reminded us that the Club sponsored 14 public 
service events last year covering fireworks, trail- 
rides, triathalons, etc. Events this year are starting 
for this year with MS Walk (Date is TBD either 
Apr 6th/7th), Top Hat Classic, Apr 27, being the 
first 2 and more to follow, so join the fun. 


Bob Beard, KG6FPZ, announced that he 
is starting Web adds on the MDARC site so contact 
Bob if you have gear to buy/sell. Lauren Styles, 
WAG6CIE, Field Day Chair, announced that plans 
for a great Field Day are coming along. A good 
site has been secured in Bethel Island. It has good 
grounding and 2x 25 ft poles ideal for Beams. He 
plans operations on all HF bands thru 6 meters, 
2m, 220MHz & 440Mhz and more if possible. He 
is looking for lots of operators. Site setup is to 
start at noon on Fri, June 21st and there will be a 
BBQ dinner on Friday thanks to Dave Mclntrye 
(for a small fee). The June Club meeting will be at 
the Field Day site. 


Harry Styron, K6HS, advised that a 
Technician class is set to start on March 5 at the 
Salvation Army Church in Concord. Fliers have 
been distributed and the course fee is $20 
(includes a book). 


Trevor WA6JAU presented the MDARC 
2002 Budget that was published in the February 
Carrier newsletter. He highlighted the salient points 


and alluded to some of the efforts are being made 
to reduce expenses over the year (including 
Carrier mailing costs). After answering questions, 
a motion to accept the budget was made and 
passed unanimously. 


Dave Mcintyre, KG6ACD, VP, introduced 
a proposal to change the Club dues to $45/year 
for a household of up to 2 and thereafter $10 per 
additional household member. This unified dues 
structure combines the RRRC support dues and 
therefore represents a $5 reduction over the 
current Club and RRRC dues. It would take effect 
in 2003. One major driver is that we don’t want to 
have to rely soley on a Pacificon surplus to offset 
budget shortfall. This proposal was passed by the 
board at its meeting. After a discussion and a 
motion covering this proposal was made and 
passed. Dave also encouraged folks to get tickets 
for the door prizes currently available at the back 
of the meeting and that the surplus from door prize 
tickets will be helping the club. 


John Wood, KF6HFA gave the feature 
presentation for this month on PSK31, a mode 
that has become very popular very quickly. John 
covered everything you need to know about 
PSK31, how to get started on this mode and 
included demonstrations of three popular PSK31 
packages that are available (including Digipan and 
MixW). It is an easy mode to get up and running 
on, particularly if you have a HF rig. 


Finally the major door prize of the evening, 
a Yaesu VX1-R radio went to Byron Cannon, 
W6QNE. Terry adjourned the meeting at 9:40PM.

Minutes of the Board of Directors 
Meeting on February 4th 2002 


President Terry Matzkin, KE6WRE, opened the 
meeting at 7:31 p.m. in Emil Villa’s in Concord. 
Present were Vice President, Dave Mcintyre, 
KG6ACD, Secretary, Eoin O'Donoghue, KD4YEQ, 
directors Howard Burk, KE6PTT, John Schulze, 
KR6CR and Jay Caldis, KT6Y. Also present were 
Greg Estep, KE6VTA, Keith Lattin, NGPMF, Bob 
Beard, KG6FPZ and Social Chairman George 
Roush, WB6OFH. 


The minutes of the previous meeting were 
approved. Harry Styron placed an order for 50 
magnetic signs, and the Board approved an extra 
$100 to cover the order. The club still stands to 
make a profit on the proceeds. 


The Carrier team decided that Pam Stryon is to 
be the editor. The target is to have folded Carriers 
available to Jay Caldis for labeling/mailing 7 days 
before each general meeting. It was agreed that 
Bob Beard would research folding machines and 
be responsible for setting Carrier advertising rates. 


Eoin O’Donoghue gave an interim report from the 
Dues Committee (Dave McIntyre, Howard Burk, 
Terry Matzkin, John Pascale and Eoin 
O’Donoghue) making’ the following 
recommendations: 

- Given that we don’t want to soley rely on 
a Pacificon surplus to offset the current shortfall 
in MDARC budget and that Club costs are 
generally rising, a unified MDARC dues structure 
(versus separate MDARC & RRRG dues) should 
be implemented 

- set the annual dues at $45 per household, 
with $10 additional for each member beyond two. 
Each member will have a vote. 

- Revenue assumptions taking into 
account new members & attrition (8300 mbrs 
@$45) of $13,500, which would be an increase of 
about $2,500 over 2001 revenues. 

- 1/2price memberships after June for (new 
members ONLY - not renewals)

Concord PD Requests Ham 
Support for Baker to Vegas Race 


In November, Bill Dunbar (N6IMS) gave a talk at 
the MDARC meeting about Bay Area amateur 
radio support for police teams running in the 
annual Baker to Vegas Challenge Cup Race. 


For those who were not at the meeting, this is a 
120-mile relay race for teams of runners made up 
of police from all over the country. Each runner 
needs a vehicle to drive right behind him/her, and 
each team needs several shuttle vans to get 
runners into place and pick up those that have 
completed their leg of the relay. 


For years a group of us has supported several 
Bay Area teams, including Fremont, who nearly 
always wins their division. Our support includes 
a network of four linked voice and data (APRS) 
repeaters that covers the 120-mile course which 
traverses some of the most remote desert in the 
southwest, and crosses two mountain ranges. We 
have primary Net Control in Las Vegas, and an 
alternate in Pahrump. Each vehicle gets a 
“tracker” consisting of a voice UHF radio and a 
complete APRS station. Each vehicle also needs 
an operator for each of the two 8-hour shifts. 


We have only recently found out that Concord PD 
is running this year and they have requested our 
help. The intend to use four vehicles to support 
their team. The repeater network infrastructure 
will easily accommodate Concord (and much 
more!), but we need the local HAM community to 
provide equipment and personnel for the tracked 
vehicles. 


Each tracker consists of one UHF radio for voice 
and an APRS station consisting of a VHF radio, 
GPS, TNC, duplexer, and GPS antenna. 
Additionally, the unit needs a high-gain dual-band 
antenna. We will be holding tracker building 
parties in Fremont soon. We are in need of 
complete trackers to be loaned, or even just loans 
of the individual components. We have a formal 
property tracking system and we pay for any 
damage done to the equipment while we have it 
(though that is very rare.) 


Our most critical need for Concord, however, is 
operators to work in the support vehicles. These 
volunteers need to be willing to drive (or ride) to 
Las Vegas (as part of a large convoy or Bay Area 
hams) on Friday, April 19th. After checking in with 
Logistics, and receiving a late afternoon briefing 
on their assignment for race day, they are free to 
enjoy the town. Most Concord volunteers will likely 
be operators in a Concord PD vehicle on race day, 
operating on a busy tactical net. The race wraps 
up Sunday morning, and Sunday afternoon and 
evening are open for again enjoying Las Vegas. 
Monday morning the convoy leaves early to drive 
back to the Bay Area. 


While it is a lot to ask of volunteers, this is a very 
fun and unique event. The race itself is really 
something to see, and it is a rare opportunity to 
be a part of a huge field deployment of repeaters, 
digipeaters, trackers, and personnel. This is great 
training event for emergency communications and 
itis a close as your are likely to ever get to a real 
emergency deployment. It is also a great 
opportunity to have Concord PD observe the 
services that amateur radio can provide, and for 
our local amateurs and volunteers to work very 
closely with local police. 


In order to support Concord, we need 8-10 local 
volunteers to go to Las Vegas April 19th through 
the 22nd. The bottom line is Concord cannot 
receive our support unless we get these 
volunteers. If enough people show interest in 
hearing more details, we can arrange for one of 
our Logistics folks to come up from Fremont and 
give a talk somewhere near Concord.

- Set up phone tree for follow-up to 
solicitations/member renewals 
The Board approved Dave MclIntyre’s request to 
fund a Club table at the Livermore Swap Meet to 
be used for advertising and also for club members 
to sell stuff. 


The Field Day site at Bethel Island has been 
booked. Dave Mcintyre advised that there will be 
a minimal fee for the BBQ on the Friday prior to 
Field Day and he will ask Tracy to do a flyer.

Terry and Dave 
Mcintyre will review the Byelaws to determine if 
any changes are needed. Purchase of supplies 
are be centralized thru the Club so we can save 
thru bulk buying. 


Dave Mcintyre proposed revamping the current 
door prizes and offer radios. The Board approved 
getting a radio (<$150 value e.g. Yaseu VX1) per 
meeting as a door prize, with tickets at 3 for $5, 
and also approved another door prize, a radio 
(<$500 value) awarded once 200 $5 tickets are 
issued.

Jay Caldis received a request to make the Club
